In the naval hattle at Riga the Russians proved they art not quite helpless by driving off the Germans and .finking several enemy ships, includ­ 
ing the battle cruiser Moltke. 
The Moltke was of 23,000 tons and carried in ordinary times a complement of 1,107 men. She was 590 feet long and 
was armed with ten 11-inch and twelve (5-inch guns and twelve 24-pounders 
In addition, her arm am ent included four 20-iach torpedo tubes. She was 
built in 1911 and had a tptea af about 28 knots. Her cost was about $12,000,000.
